They 
started for the Cerrode la Campanain a 
square of 4,000 men under arms to a point 
distant about 100 paces from the place 
where Maximilian surrendered on the 15th 
of May, the place for the execution having 
been taleoted before hand. 
The Emperor got down from the carriage 
and marching, with head erect, with great 
firmness, and shaking the dust off his 
clothes with his handsin a very natural 
manner, inquired who were the soldiers 
that were to fire upon bim. and to each of 
thom le gave one ounce of gold begging 
them to aim well at his heart. The Little 
officer that was to command the execution 
said to the Emperor that ho regretted 
thinking that he might die with resentment 
toward him as commanding the execution, 
but that he had to comply with his orders, 
and furthersdded that if it depended upon 
him with a)l his heart he disapproved of all 
that was going to be done. The Emperor, 
with admirable frankness said ; “Child, a 
soldier must always comply with his order. 
Tthank you with all my heart for your 
good acntiments, but I exact that you com- 
ply with the orders that have been given 
to you.”

Cobourg & Marmora Railway. 


The Cobourg people had a grand gala 
day on Monday last, in connection with 
the Cobourg and Marmora Railway. In 
the afternoon a public meeting of the rate- 
payers was held, for the purpose of pre- 
senting a complimentary Address to the 
President and Directors of the Railway. A 
large number of the leading citizens were 
in attendance. The Address referred to 


the protracted efforts made todevelope the 
yaluable mineral region of the back coun- 
try, and after repeated dissppointments, 
the Cobourg people succeeded in obtaining 
an Act of Parliament, and subsequently 
arrangements were entered into with the 

roprietors of the Marmora Iron Company, 
by means of which they obtained the con- 
struction of the Railway. The Address 
says: ‘The rapidity and success which 
have marked the accomplishment of your 
enterprise, we may safely say, challenges 
comparison with any other work of like 
nature in Canada. Avlittle over fourmonths,

Early next morning wo went up to the 
mino, Which ocoupies the summit of a bill, 
or ridge, that rises to on cloyation of from 
cighty to a hundred feet aboye the valley, 
or rather swamp, in which Lower Eldorado 
is situated; for, like some cities of more 
ancient birth, Eldorado boasts an upper and | 
a lower town. Over the mouth of the shaft 
is bullt a house of stout boards, and a little 
below, on the south slope of the hill, stands 
the log shanty of Measra Powell and Snider,

Around the whole runs a solid fonce of 
cordwood piled some six feet high, and ac 
cess is given by a gate on the side uoxt the 
village.

wealth; and it did not takea long exami- 
nation to remove from my mind any linger-

I had formed no idea, from the accounts 
I received from a few persons who had 
visited the mine previous to the dispute as 
to its ownership, that the gold-bearing rock, 
or dolomite, ns it is most commonly called.

Several times during the day I washed 
the dirt which adhered to a few of the 
smaller fragments of stone sent up in the 
tubs, and in every instance obtained a fine 
show both of scale and four gold, some of 
the spaugles being of the size of the scales 
of an ordinary perch, or from one to four 
grains weight. Mr. Hardin also got a 
splendid show from the myvecrings of the 
floor where some of the stones had beea 
thrown down. 


Altogether, the result of my inspection 
conyinces me that the Richardson mine far 
exceeds my highest expectations, and in my 
opinion, gives reason to hope thatits extent 
may prove in some measure commensurate 
with its richness, 

Not only the mine itself, but the hill 
upon which itis situated, appears to abound 
in the precious metal. Observing an aban- 
doned shatt, about fifteen yards from the

The depth 
from which it was taken was about four 
feet from the surface. 

I paid a AyiDg visit to the mines on the 
Moore lot,the Eldorado, the Courtenay, 
the Borland & Wilcox, and the original 
Moore mine, now the Ross mine, Of these 
Iam inclined to think that the two last 
named present the best appearance, 

I also had the pleasure of a short conver- 
dation with Dr. Otway, who is fitting upa 
laboratory at Upper Eldorado, and who 

ives it as his deliberate opinion that there 
does not exist under the sun a country at 
once go rich and eo varied in its mineral 
developments as this district of Canada, 

I have only to state further, that I 
brought with me trom the mine a few frag- 
ments of the characteristic black mineral, 
which is known, whether rightly or not, as 
“lignite,” and submitted it to assay. 
The total weight was thirty grains (80), 
from which I obtained one grain and seven 
tenths (1 and 7-10ths) of gold, or at the 
rate of 1,669 Troy ounc value $31,880 
to the ton of 2,000 Ibs, reckoning the gold 
At $20 per ounce. 

In conclusion, I haye to say that in 
writing the foregoing linos, I have ondeay- 
ored to shake off all the excitement and 
tendency to exaggeration which the con 
templution of so much wealth is calculated 
to produce, With this view, I have mainly 
confined myself to stating facts; leaving it 
to my readers to draw those inferences, in 
which should I indulge, I should fear that 
my letter would resemble more a chapter of 
the Arabian Nights’ Entertainments than 
what it really is, namely, a plain statoment

The New-Fledged Coalitionists, Riot at St. Hyacinthe. 

The Montreal Gazette of yesterday con- 
tains a lengthy account of a disgraceful 
riot which occurred at St. *Hyacinthe on 
Saturday. An excursion party of some 26 
cars left Montreal on Saturday morning, 
and arrived at St, Hyacinthe about half- 
past ten. The party was accompanied by 
a number of rowdies from Griflintown, who 
originated the row. An cyo-witnoss says : 
“T happened to be in the village near the 
railway station when the row began, It 
was commenced by about forty or fifty 
rowdies who accompanied the excursion 
from Montreal, and who paid their passage 
on the train, They attacked several French 
Canadians in the shed, abd when they 
took refuge in the adjacent houses attacked 
them, also smashing and wrecking them to 
pieces. Acton’s Hotel was one of these, 
and was all but torn down, While the 
wrecking was going on, the townspeople 
camo up, and a handsto-hand fight occur 
red, in which the St. Hyacinthe people 
were driven down the street, At this 
juncture thé bell rang, and the volunteers 
came out of their houses on either side of 
the atreot, ready armod and dressed, hoy 
formod across the street, and a number of 
special constables formed up in rear of 
thom, The volunteers were in scarlet, and 
I suppose belonged to tho light Infantry. 
Thore must then hayo been 200 or 800 con 
Stables and townspeople with the volute 
tocra. Tho Riot Act was then, I believe, 
read, and almost immediately afterwards 1 
saw tho volunteers, who were wbout 20 in 
number, fire a round of blank Fee 
and chargo with fixed bayonets up the 
atreot on the rowdles, These broke and 
ran, but rallied near the station, and sud- 
donly made # rush and got behind the yol- 
unteers, when another hand-to-hand fight 
ocourred between thom, the constables and 
the townspeople. While it was progroa- 
sing, the volunteers formed up in lino once 
more and again came to the charge with

Hesults of Cheap Postage. 


Under the Penny Postage System the 
receipts of the British Post-Office have 
increased prodigiously. 
Post-Olfice Revenue in 1867-68, lately sub- 
mitted to the House of Commons by the 


Chancellor of the Exchequer, $23,250,000 
was set down as the probablesum for the 
| year; and from the Revenue Returns for 
the June quarter, just published, it appears 
that the unticipated income is likely to be 
fully realized, the quarter’s receipts being 
no less than. $5,750,000, The London 
Times questions the policy of reaping s0 
large an income from the Post-Office, and 
suggests whether its surplus revenue might 
not be turned to account, and its operations 
made still more beneficial either by reduc- 
ed rates of carriage or by an increase in the 
functions of the Department. 

With these important facts before us, and 
with the results of cheapening our own post- 
age, we think the Post-Master General 
would be justified in introducing a measure 
making the postage on letters té any part 
ot the Dominion 3 centa. And while be 1s 
preparing such a measure, could he not be 
prevailed upon to introduce a provision 
abolishing the postageon Nowspapers, if 
not altogether, at least in the Counties in 
which they are published. Sach a measure 
woitld confer a great boon upon the people, 
and would be hailed with satisfaction by 
the vast majority of the people.

Political Morality. 


There is a class of politicians who act 
upon the principle that “ all is fairin poli- 
tics.” Men who in their private life would 
scorn to tell n lie, who could never be ac- 
cused of doing a dishonorable act, think it 
no dishonor to fib politically, or be guilty 
of the most corrupt and.unmanly practices 
when they enter the political arena. How 
these professedly high-minded men can rc- 
concile such conduct with their professions 
is more than we can determine, unless they 
satisfy their consciences with the sedative, 
43 we have heard men attempt to satisfy, 
themselves that “all is fair in politics.” 
These men will scruple at nothing, they 
will lie unblushingly, in secret places and 
on the housetops; they will practice the 
lowest cunning and deceit to obtain a poli- 
tical triumph, and at the same time profess 
to be moral men, aye, even Christians. — 
There is something radically wrong in the 
system which upholds such morality, And 
we don’t believe the man who lies 
politically, will tell the truth ordinarily if a 
lie suits his purpose better. That’s a false 
doctrine which teaches that “all 1s fair in 
politics,” and though men may hug the 
delusion that they can be dishonest in their 
political life and maintain an honorable 
reputation otherwise, they will speedily 
find out their mistake, It is time this evil 
was corrected, 1t is time the public learned 
to treat political liars as they would if they 
lied about business matters. Give them to 
understand that if they are caught in a fib 
politically, and persist in repeating that fib 
where there is no probability of its being 
denied, that they won't be tolerated, and 
there may, perchance, be some likelihood of 
curing the evil, if it does not effect a re- 
formation in those guilty of practising it.

/ The New York World says:—“A short 
time since Mr. J. 1. Rogers, of’ this city, 
Senta communication to Mr. Seward, de 
Claring that the Fenians who were convict- 
ed of treason in Ireland, being citizens of 
the United States, were not amenable to 
Britisli law, The principal points of the 
communication were as follows 


‘Treason cannot be 
alien, because— 


“1, Treason is « breach of allegiance 
2, The perpetual allegiance, the b: hb 
of which would justify perpetual punish- 
ment, does uot exist in this case. The 
local or temporary allegiance can only. be 
Violated by the alien; and such violation 
ceases to be treason when such alien, either 
of his own motion or on demand of his own 
goVernment, quits the fealm, and the pun- 
ishment of the breach ot local allegiance 
cannot beof longer duration than such 
allegiance,

they now count all of forty thousand souls, 
itiseaid.

Fenians at Chicago. 


The Fenian Brotherliood bad a great cel- 
ebration at Chicago on Thursday evening 
last.

| ‘The New York ZVmes says :—“ Wo bad 
in yesterday's issue & curious and roman~ 
/ tio but trae narration of the adventures of 
}a party of Fenians who titted up & yeasol 
and sailed io Apéil last from this port for 
Ireland, from which they returned o few 
days since, ‘There were 850 of these bold 
Fenian adyenturers, all picked men, 
thoroughly armed, and wellsupplied with 
warlike stores. They were all believers in 
the oft repeated statement that the people 
of Ireland were ripe for revolution, and 
thatif an organized body of troops, capable 
of forming the nucleus of an army, were to 
land on any part’ of the Trish soil and raise 
the green flag, the entire country would 
rush to their support. Well,our adventur— 
ous Fenians got to the Irish coast in safety, 
touched at different points, and landed an 
armed force at the most promising locality. 
But alas! nobody gathered round them, or 
knew anything of them or their project, or 
cared anything at all sboutthem. And 40, 
after a series of mishaps, misfortunes and 
daring attempts, in which a number of 
them were captured, the barque Plato has 
returned to New York, bearings body of 
men who have suffered. hardships that they 
are not willing to repeat, even for the ca 
of Irish independence. It is well that this 
attempt has fear made; for nothing else 
would bave convinced the Fenians in this 
country of the hopelessness of an Trish rey- 
olution.” 
ANOTHER VERSION. 


The New York World says: —The Fenian 
bark Plato, after a cruise of three months, 
returned to New York on the 23.ult. She 
is of 500 tons burthen, and left here on the 
Q7th of April with a crew of forty men, na 
armament of two twelve pounders, and 
troops to the namber of $50, Every nso 
was armed with 2 eRunESRS rifle, and 
inaddition she carried about a thousand 
stand of arms with sufficient amnunition. 
The purpose of the cruise was to ascertain 
whether it was possible to land s large num- 
her of men onthe Irish const; it had been cu- 
riously ed that if one small vessel could 
elude the British cruisers, so a hundred 
transports could. She got across the “‘roar- 
ing main” in twenty-three clays, with only 
one danger, which occurred upop encoun- 
tering an English man-of-war off the coast 
of Newfoundland, This peril she trium- 

hantly passed by flying the American 
Ie s She first made pee cn the Isle 
of , the people of which did not guess 
her See “Aferwards she slyly cruised 
along the coast, landing at several places, 
in each of which the officers had long talks 
with leading Fenians from the shore, and 
all of which, except one, resulted in the 

jeclsion not to invade Ireland just then. 

‘he exception was off the coast of Water- 
ford, where after the usual council six 
braye fellows left the bark to die or be cap 
tured; the Istter fate did befall them 
shortly afterwards, Finally the arrival of 
the Plate became generally known through- 
Out the island, and it was determined to 
Teturn to'the States. During the passage 
back proyisionsran short, and the crew and 
passengers were obliged to depend on the 
chance American ships that they met for 
supplies.

ments notice to take the field, fully equip- 
ped, to do ordie, The organization, he 
said had sufficient material to keep 80,000 
men in the fleld fortwelvye months, (Loud 
cheers.) © He concluded by introducing Mr. 
James Gibbons, of Philadelphia, vice Pres. 
of the brotherhood who addressed the 
meeting. Major McWilliams next came 
forward, and seid ho was able to announce 
that there now existed but one branch of 
Fenianism—both had been formed into one 
that Irish, English, add Scotch delegates 
had met President Roberts in Paris, and 
had given him their fealty, There was 
now but one hand and one heart, (Great 
cheering.) United there could be no such 
word as defeat. (Cheers) We want no 
money, we have the arms, will you use 
them? (Loud cries of “we will.”) Gen. 
Spear and Captain Burkeand others spoke, 
At the conclusion a yery large number of 
young men came forward and enrolled their

Mr, Lamb~ 
ton says be did not hear the explosion 
though a vessel twenty miles off c irectly 
heardit, After the deck fell in, an awful 
roar passed along the ship, us though a 
long burst of thunder, and al) was terror 
and confusion, The cabin was blown to 
pieces, and tlie occupants could see no way 
out, Both Mr. Lambton and’ the German 
were jammed in amongst the fallen timbers, 
unable to extricate themselves, A few 
moments had barely passed when they felt 
the cabin floor give way, volumes of flames 
burst from the fore cabin and the sides, 
and beneath was a seething mass of fire. 
Mr. Lambton caught hold of one of the 
deck beams ; his teet were tastened 
amongst the timbers, and he was unable to 
draw himself up; his clothes were blown 
into shreds: bis shirt nearly all torn off; | 
while the flames which came rushing ap 
from below were burning bis handa and 
arms, By s violent effort he succeeded in 
releasing his leg from the grasp of the tim- 
bers, leaving a portion of his boot behind, 
and he was able to draw himself up on to 
the covering boards; where the master 
stood, Here he saw nothing but a wreck. 
The cries for help from the young man in 
the cabin next attracted them; and they 
suceceded in dragging him up to where 
they stood, but found that both his legs 
had been broken by the falling timbers, 
while he had been fearfully burned. Ano- 
ther of the seamen was on the forecastle 
stairs atthe time of the explosion; he was 
shockingly burned, but he managed to 
| reach the fore part of the veasel where the 
Jother seamen stood, the flames literally 
roasting them alive, The three men who 
were below were never heard or seen, aod 
the two portions of the crew were at each 
end of the sbip separated by a volcano of 
fire, not a single boator spar was left in 
which there was any prospect of saving 
themselves, not a sail was insight, and no- 
thing but death, appeared before them.— 
The captain hailed the men forward to 
stand by until the masts fell overboard, 
and within five minutes of the explosion, 
the rigging being all burned away, the 
three masts fell over the side of the vessel, 
The mate ran along the ship’s rail, from 
the forepart of the vessel to the stern; he 
was fearfully burned, and seeing a piece of 
wood he galled on Mr. Lambton to follow 
his example, and jumped overboard, bat 
this Mr. Lambton declined, and the mate 
was carried away. A German passenger 
also threw himself into the séa, unable to 
bear the intense heat of the flames ; he 
drifted astern, and was apparently carried 
away, but half an hour afterwards was dis- 
covered still alive, ¢linging tothe main 
sheets, Assoon as the masts went over- 
board the crew followed, and ‘held on to 
mizen chains wntil these became so Unbear- 
ably hot that they had to drop off. They 
were unable to leave the side of the ship, 
the maiu mast being fast by a stay to the 
vessel. While clinging to it volumes of 
flames were occasionally blown over the 
side of the ship, enveloping the survivors, 
The captain at last contrived to cut the 
stay, and the mast, thus freed, fell into the 
water. A}l the crew but one man now got 
onto the spars, The sufferers lay on the 
masts, alongside of the yessel they were 
obliged to lay themselves along the masts 
and allowed the water to come up to their 
necks, keeping their hands under water, co 
intense was the heat, to preventthem from 
being burned. They had not heen long in 
this position until the stern was blown out 
in three pieces, and they felt the masts drift- 
ing forward. The German passenger with 
his broken legs was lashed on to the spar 
unable to help himself ; Mr. Lambton, who 
was next to himself held up his head as 
much as possible, but the salt water wash- 
ed over him, entering his mouth, and he 
swallowed such large quantities that he 
died after he had been in that position 
about two hours, and his body was allowed 
to float away. Next to Mr. Lambton on 
the other side was the cook, who was burn- 
ed from the waist to the crown of his head ; 
his eyes were burned out, and the burned 
skin came ling off his hands and arms, 
and with his nails attached hung in shreds 
from the ends of his fingers. Death soon 
put an end to his sufferings. Thoboy who 
Was at the wheel was also attached to the 
masts, he had a broken leg, the seaman 
who was sleeping on the long bont at the 
time of the explosion was blown away, but 
where he alighted he could not tell, On 
the foremast was the seaman who was com- 
ing up the companion when the explosion 
thok place ; he wes one miss of burns from 
the knees tothe neck. He drank salt water 
to ease his pains, in spite of the warnings 
of his companions, but it only increased 
them ; his screams and moans were heart 
rending. At last he became delirious, elip- 
ed off the mast and went down, but com. 
ing up sgain he placed bis arms around 
the mast to sustain him ; his strength, how- 
ever, failed, he sank again and was seen no 
more, Another seainan goton the mizzen- 
| mast, which by some means got loose and 
floated. away, those remainiig behind 
never expecting to ece him again, but he 
was fortunately picked up. About half 
past one the suryivors made out an ap- 
proaching sail, which turned out afterwards 
to be the ship Lucien Paul of Danzic, 
Schele captain, which left New York with 
petroleum in the same tide as the: Meteor, 
aod which bad heard the sound of the e 
plosion 20 miles off. Altogether six were 
saved, The cook died from his injuries on 
the 17th; uod the lad Bryant, when lafd- 
ed at Falmouth on Monday night week, 
had a compound fracture of the lett Jeg, 
with about one iuch anda halt of bone 
protruding, which bas been removed, The 
floating oil covered the sea for milea with 
fire, and presented «grand but terrible 
sight.

The Karly Days of Prince Albert, with 
Memoranda, from the Pen of Victoria— 
‘irat Interview between the Prince and 
Princess—Her Deacription of Albert asa 
Suitor— Victoria's Declaration ef Love— 
Congratulations and Interesting Letters. 


(From the London Times, July 27.) 


We) announce this morning the publica- 
tion of a volname which will beread by tho 
English nation with loyal interest. It isa 
copions history of the carly years of tho 
late Prince Consort, enriched by numerous 
memdrandng from ber Muyjeaty's own band, 
containing the “most Woreserved descrip- 
tion of the life and character of the Prince, 
and even laying open to.us in great mea- 
sure, the private thoughts and leelings of 
the Queen herselt during the period over 
which the volume extends. It was» origi- 
nally compiled by Gen; Grey, under her 
Majesty's direction, “aolely for private 
circulation among the members of her own 
family, or such other persons as, from the 
relation in which they stood to Ler Majesty 
or the Prince Consort himself, would na- 
turally be interested in the story of his 
carly days.” Notwithstanding this privacy, 
however, some fear was entertained least a 
copy of the volume might be surreptitiously 
obtained, and published in a garbled form, 
and it was thought that it might be pra- 
dent to avert this danger. But another 
motive prompted the publication of the 
volume, which will be beat described in 
the words of the prefuce itself ;— 

Acting upon the opinion of several per- 
sons in whose judgment she had the great- 
est confidence ; believing also that the free 
and unreserved expreasion which the vol- 
ume contains of her own feelings, os well 
as of those of the Prince, is such as, if made 
public (however unusual such publicity 
may be), will command the entire sympa- 
thy of every one whose sympathy or good 
opinion is to be desired; and, above all, 
feeling that there is not one word, coming 
from the Prince himself, which will not 
tend toa better and higher appreciation 
of his great character, the Queen has not 
hesitated to giye her consént to the present 
publication. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Her Ma- 
jesty has condescended to take her subjects 
unreservedly into her confidence. She opens 
her heart to them in this volume and throws 
herself upon their sympathy. She is only 
anxious that the Prince Consort should be 
represented to them permanently in all the 
completeness of his character, and for this 
purpose she bas consented not only to aban- 
don much of the mystery which usually en- 
virons s throne, but even to sacrifice some- 
thing of the ath aa which is often cherished 
in private life. The following extract froin 
a letter written by General Grey to the 
Quéen on the compiction of the yolume for 
private circulation, and now prefixed to it 
in its present form, will still furtherexplain 
the extent of Her Majesty's condescension : 

“As I believe your Majesty intends to 
limit the circulation of this yolume to your 
Majesty’s own children and family, or if it 


goes beyond them, to a very small circle of 


personul friends, I have not thought it ne- 
cesgary to omit any ot the very interesting 
and private details contained in your Ma- 
jesty’s memoranda, or to withhold the 
touching expression of your Majesty's feel- 
ings os given in your Majesty's own words. 
Some of the details, particularly those re- 
lating to your Majesty’s marriage, it might 
seem unusual to include in a work intended 
for more general perusal, though even in 
that case, fcdgite, of others’ feelings by my 
own, I cannot doubt that they would meet 
with the warmest and most heartfelt sym- 
pathy.” 

The Queen, therefore, had established, 
by this sacrifice, a peculiar claim to the 
sympathy of her subjects. But even apart 
from this special value, tlie subject of the 
yolume would bo sufficient to awaken the 
most lively interest. Englishmen have 
never ceased to do homage to the great and 

ood Prince of whom they were too early 

eprived. Some “introductory Remarks,” 
io which, if we mistake not, there are many 
touches from the Queen’s own hand, con- 
tain a sketch of the Prince’s character, and 
serye to point out the features of most in- 
terest in the present yolume. The inten- 
tion of furnishing a fitting memoir of the 
Prince is modestly declaimed. The work 
‘will contain # compellation of letters and 
memoranda, the greater part those of the 
Prince himself and of the Queen, from 
which materials may at the proper time be 
extracted for such a memoir as may be 
given to the world?’ But as the remarks 
proceed we are able to trace in these mém- 
oranda the career of the Prince from his 
earliest childhood, We buve the evidence 
of his tutor to the oxcellencies which he 
early displayed,and interesting descriptions 
by his most intimate friends of his youthtul 
character. This volume is but the first of 
a series in which the whole life of the 
Prince will be described; but it carrics us 
as far as the firat year of the Queen's mar 
riage and tho birth of the Princess Royal. 
It gives us, in fact, a complete description 
of the Prince up to the moment when he is 
identified with ourselves and when his 
history becomes one with the history of 
this country. We must now pass from 
this general account of the volume without 
quoting the words with which the intro 
ductory remarks are concluded, and which 
scem to make an appeal to all tho Queen's 
subjects. The writer is quoting from a re- 
cent sermon by Dr. Macleod. which is spo 
ken of with great admiration: 

“It ia only now,’ saya the preacher, 
‘when he is gong, that all who know him 
are made to feel how much they uncon 
sciously depended upon him; like o staff 
on which the weak have been .so long 
accustomed to lean that they know not 
how casential it was to their support until 
it be removed, and when with a sigh they 
withdraw the hand from the place now 
empty, where it was wont to be,’ ‘It is 
in this feature in the Prince’s character,’ 
Dr, Macleod adds, ‘which ought to make 
every ono sympathize to the very utmost 
with her Majesty, who of all persons on 
earth bad the best means of knowing it 
and the best means-of proying it in a 
thousand ways in every day | and who 
had the best grounds, the: or appre 
ciuting its constancy, {te te rhosa, its 
unfailing strength.’ And well may the 
cloquent preacher appeal to every true 
English heart of conscience to acknowledge 
the demand which now arises in mute 
eloquence from the throne for the sympathy, 
the prayers, the loyal selfgacnficing aid 
of every momber of her house, and of every 
citizen of our Christian nation on her 
half, whom God, in bie Proyidence 
been pleased to spare, and {a mercy 
continue to us a8 our beloved Sovereign.”

Chapter eighth we give in fall. It is as 
follows : 

“One word as to the time chosen for making 
public this statement. I frankly declare that, 
even now, If, after the exhibition O'Mahoney, 
Stephens, Roberts and the rest of them have 
made of themselves—If, even now, I could only 
hope thelr sympathizers and correspondents 
among ushad abandoned thelr cnminal com- 
plicity with the New York organizers of raids 
upon Canada ; if there was any goodground to 
hope that the guilty plotters were open to con- 
yictlon or right feeling—I, for one, would drop 
the curtain and burn the documents. But itis 
quite otherwise: emboldened by the misunder- 
stood forbearance of this Goyernment—enconr-

Chapter ninth introduces the period 
when the 7'rent affair created such excite- 
ment, sod when Mr. McGee's attention 
was first drawn to the existence of a pro- 
Feniau sentiment in that city, A meeting 
was called by himsolfand otherd to forman 
Trish Battalion to place at the disposal of 
the Government. At that meeting there 
was o great deal of disturbance, and 
“among the leading disturbers were iden- 
titied on the spot, Mr. O. J, Devlin and sey- 
eral men of Mr, Deylin’s then Company in 
the Prince of Wales’ regiment. Captain 
Devlin was not present in person. What, 
however, gayo 8 gnificance to the affuir was 
that it had its origin among the F. B. in 
Rutland, Vermont. A Mr, Keogh, or Mac- 
Keogh, of that town, with twelve or thir- 
teen others, purchased return tickets at 
Rutland, and came into Montreal on that 
day. They were the nucleus of the rioters, 
and this Mr, MacKeogh was ao elated with 
his success on his return to Rutland, that 
he described the whole scene of the break 
up of the “Irish Battalion meeting,” in a 
letter over his own name, addrossacd to the 
Rditor of the Trish American, of New York, 
a paper edited by Senator Meeban, of the 
F. B., and now the recognized organ ot the 
Roberta or anti Canadian Fenians,” 

In the tenth and eleventh chapters Mr, 
MocGee refors to the lp taken by himself 
both in Montreal and elsewhere, to prevent 
the introduction of so dangerous a Socict:

i} The report of the State Department, in 
}anawer to the inquiry. contained iu the | 


| Houso resolation regarding the trial, con 
viotion, or sentence of American citizen 
Great Britain, for aota done or words 


kou in the United States, is aa follows 
‘That upon examination of the yolum 
inous papers relating to the arrest, trial, 
| conviction and sentence of American citi 
na in Groat Britain wand Ireland, T flad no 
case reported where the proceedings wer 
based aolely upon words spoken or act 
done in thi country. Tho case approxi 
mating moat nearly to that character, of 
which the Department lias foformation, ts 
that of John MeCafferty, The person, « 
native citizen of the United States, was 
convicted of bigh treason at Dublin 
Among the crrors assigned by lits Connsel 


as entitling him to an appeal and a rover 
sal of tho judgment, is tha: That no di 
rect evidence was offered on his trial of any 
act of hostility to the British Government, 
committed by him within its territory, ox 

copt that of one Corydon, an informer; 
that tho only other evidence consisted of 
acta done in the United States, and of cir- 
cumstances of suspicion affecting him in 
Ireland and England; that, upon such 
evidence his counsel insisted at the 
that there was no proof sufficient to warrant 
a conviction requiring two witnesses to 
high treason. In the report of that trial, 
forwarded to the Department, the Attorney 
General is stated to have told the jury that 
the prisoner was responsible for no note 
that had not been committed within the 
realm; and Mr. Justice Fitzgerald, who 
presided at the trial, charged the jury that 
they were not to convict the prisoner at the 
bar, clear as might bo the proof that he 
conspired to overthrow the Queen, unless 
there was established beyond all doubt an 
overt act within the county of Dublin for 
which he was responsible, The questions 
raised by Mr, MoCafferty's counsel, upon 
the trial, were brought before the Court of 
Criminal Appeals, which upheld the judg 
ment, An effort was then made by the 
prisoner's counsel to obtain the allowance 
of a writ of error under 4 mode of proce 
dure w Ireland which is somewhat remark- 
able, Application for the purpose had to 
be made to the Lord Lieutenant, and was 
disallowed by him upon the opinion of the 
Attorney-General that there was no ground 
for & writ of error, The prisoner thereupon 
petitioned both Houses of the British Par- 
liament to intervene in his behalf by ad 

dressing Her Majesty to direct the issuing 
of a writ of error, or by such other steps 
as will enable the petitioner to bring under 
the review of the proper tribunal the 
legality of his sentence, We are not in- 
formed what action, if any, has been taken 
upon these petitions, nor indeed that they 
have yet been presented. It is proper to

on board, including a couple of ladies, and 
rushed out to the deck but a moment 
before the strike took place. The bows of 
the Bay State ponetrated the side of the 
Magnet abaft the engine, almost cutting her 
to the centre. The Magnet immediately 
began to sink, and a scene indescribable 
occurred, While the crew were working 
hard to‘launch the small boats, the ‘ladies 
took to the mast, but the gentlemen passen- 
gers showed courage, The boats were 
Successfully set afloat, and the passengers 
and crew taken on board, only in time to 
See tlie good old Magnet gradually sink, 
and finally plunge head first to the bottom. 
She now lies in 60 feet of water, with her 
topmast four feet aboye the level. Nothing 
on board but life was sayed. 

The Bay State, which was only slightly 
injured in the bow, remained alongside, 
offering all the assistance in the power of 
her officers, who throughout acted most 
kindly to the shipwrecked persons. The 
boats of the Magnet, containing each a por- 
tion of the crew, were towed up to King- 
ston by the Bay State, which reached here 
at midnight, and passed upwards. 


The collision cannot be attributed to 
carelessnéss, and purely is the result of ac 
cident.

The Value of the Corn Husk, 
| = 
A NEW INDUSTRY. 


| Every body is familiar with husk mats, 


and itis well known that excellent mat 
tresses can be made from this article, but a 
very small portion of the crop is saved for 
these purposes. It ia not generally known 
that the husk 1s applied in foreign countries | 
to many other important uses. Some writ | 
ers cven assert that the value of the husk | 
crop,if utilized,would be nearly equal to that | 
ofthe oat and barley cropcombined. We | 
hiavé seen most excellont husk letter paper, 
and itis said better paper can be made 
from it than either linen or cotton rags; 
and because it has great hardness and firm 

ness, exceeding that of the best hand made 
English drawing paper, that it is especl- 
ally adapted for pencil-drawing water-c ol- 
Ors, and short band writing, for which lat 

ter purpose it is extensively used, 

Its durability, it is claimed, renders it 
Paanany Valuable for documents, records, 
bank notes, bonds, etc, 

Corn husks contain a long straight, 
strong, flax-like fabric, which can be spun, 
like flax, intoa thread, and the thread, 
like linen thread, woven into cloth of 
great tenacity and strength which excel 
all the coarse materials in common use, in | 
resisting decomposition, This will furnish 
an excellent substitute for coarse flax and 
hemp cloths, jate and gonny cloths, and 
bagging. Again, in the course of extrac- 
ting the corn fibre, long fibres are found at 
the bottom of the boiler in a spongy con- 
dition, filled witha glutinous substance, 
which, on closer examination, proves to be 
anutritiova dough. This may be dried 
and baked, and furnishes a good, whole- 
some, sweet bread, especially whep mixed 
with flour, It posseses, the peculiarity, 
that it keeps perfectly sweet for months, 
although exposed to the air, It will not 
mould, and excels almost all known vege- 
table substances in its resistance to decom- 
position. Mi with wheat flour, it would 
probably make « very good material for 
ship bread and ¢ ers, Cattle eat it 
yoraciously, Of this farinaecous substance 
there are15 pounds ina hundred pounds of 
husks ; of the long fibre, suitable for spin 
ning, a hundred pounds of husks furnish- 
es 22 pounds of paper is aftorded from the 
100 pounds of raw material—the entire 
valuable products being 50 per cent of the 
weight of husks. 

Those interesting muoutactures are chiefly 
conducted under the patronage of the Aus- 
trian government, and itis stated that the 
knapsacks forthe Imperial army, waggon 
tops, floor clotlis, fire buckets, and paper 
of all varieties, from the coarsest wrapping 
to the finest bank note paper used by the 
government, are manufactured at the Im- 
perial mills. Beside these, there are two 
priyste mills in operation near Vienna, con- 
ducted on an extensive scale, the owners 
of which, it is said, became independently 
rich in the two first years of their workings, 
their mills being several times extended 
and kept running night and day to fill all 
their different orders. 

The importance of saving the husks will 
be fully appreciated, when it is remember- 
ed that they are simply incidental to the 
production of a most important cereal, 
everywhere cultivated, and that they cost 
nothing beyond the care attending their 
collecting and preservation. 

The chief reason of the inattention bither- 
to bestowed by capitalists on this article 
is traceable mainly to the difficulty of pro-
